Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  appointed  by  you  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Libraries  Acts  has  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
following  Report  for  the  year  ending  October  31st,  1901. 

The  Welsh  department  of  the  Library  has  been  enriched  The  Scott 

Collection. 

by  the  gift  of  the  Scott  collection  of  1,235  printed  and  51  MS. 
volumes,  comprising  over  2,000  items  in  Welsh  or  relating  to 
Wales.  Mr.  William  Scott,  of  Hazelwood,  Cardiff,  a  member 
of  the  Free  Libraries  Committee,  had  for  some  years  been 
purchasing  books  to  supplement  the  Welsh  collection  in  the 
Free  Library.  In  December,  1900,  he  made  a  formal  gift  of 
these  books  to  the  town.  The  gift  was  suitably  acknowledged 
by  the  Committee,  and  arrangements  were  made  to  keep  the 
books  together  and  to  affix  a  brass  plate  to  the  bookcase, 
bearing  the  following  inscription  : — "  The  William  Scott  Welsh 
Collection.  Presented  by  William  Scott,  Esquire,  Hazelwood, 
Cardiff,  December,  1900."  A  full  report  on  the  collection  was 
written  by  the  Librarian,  and  is  printed  as  an  Appendix  to 
this  report. 

The  Committee  records  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  Beatb  of 

Mr.  Scott. 

Mr.  Scott,  which  occurred  on  the  16th  January,  1901.  He  was 
an  esteemed  member  of  the  Committee,  and  his  patriotic  and 
diligent  services  for  the  Welsh  department  of  the  Library  did 
much  to  increase  its  value  as  a  place  of  research  for  those 
engaged  in  the  investigation  of  matters  connected  with  Welsh 
history  and  literature. 
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The  stock  of  books  in  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries  is 
now  95,725  volumes,  and  in  addition  the  School  Libraries 
contain  9,363  volumes.

The  circulation  exceeds  by  100,161  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  most  noteworthy  feature  revealed  by  the  statistics 
is  that  the  opening  of  the  Branch  Libraries  does  not  decrease 
the  work  of  the  Central  Library,  both  the  Lending  and 
Reference  departments  showing  substantial  increases  for  the 
year.  The  same  applies  to  the  School  Libraries.  Notwith- 
standing the  very  large  circulation  through  the  Schools  the 
use  of  the  juvenile  sections  at  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries 
continues  to  increase. 

Looked  at  in  another  way  the  figures  are  very  satisfactory. 
The  classification  of  the  books  read  may  be  summarised  as

Policy.  The  Committee  has  continued  to  carry  out  the  policy  of 

supplying  efficient  Branch  Libraries,  and  records  with  satisfac- 
tion the  completion  of  three  out  of  the  six  which  it  is  proposed 
to  establish.  Those  already  opened  are  Splotlands,  Roath, 
and  Grangetown.  Lending  Libraries  will  be  added  to  the 
Reading  Rooms  in  the  Cathays,  Canton,  and  Docks  districts 
respectively  as  soon  as  funds  are  available.

Circulation. 
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Reference  was  made  in  the  last  Annual  Report  to  the  school  and 

Library. 

efforts  of  your  Committee  jointly  with  the  School  Board  and 
the  Teachers  to  bring  about  a  closer  union  between  the 
Schools  and  the  Libraries,  and  to  construct  a  system  which 
should  be  the  means  of  passing  the  young  readers  on  to  the 
libraries  at  or  before  the  time  of  their  leaving  school. 

This  union  of  effort  between  School  and  Library  has  now 
been  established,  and  the  results  may  be  looked  upon  as 
entirely  satisfactory,  and  much  beyond  the  hopes  of  those  who 
have  laboured  to  build  it  up. 

The  essential  parts  of  the  work  with  the  schools  are — 

1.  A  library  in  each  school  controlled  by  teachers, 

and  supervised  by  the  Public  Librarian. 

2.  School  visits  to  the  Reference  Library. 

3.  Readers'  tickets  for  library  given  by  teachers  to 

children  on  or  before  leaving  school. 

The  first  object,  the  establishment  of  school  libraries,  has  school  Libraries, 
been  achieved  most  successfully.  The  total  stock  of  9,363 
volumes  is  divided  into  39  school  libraries,  and  each  of  these  is 
put  under  the  charge  of  a  head  teacher.  The  loan  of  books  to 
the  children  is  left  entirely  to  the  teachers,  the  work  of  the 
Librarian  being  confined  to  the  purchase,  preparation,  and 
binding  of  the  books,  the  distribution  to  the  schools,  and  such 
supervision  afterwards  as  is  required  to  keep  the  books  in  good 
condition.  The  circulation  for  the  year  ending  July  1901,  viz.  : 
153,528  volumes,  as  compared  with  a  circulation  of  116,353  *n 
the  sixteen  months  from  April,  1899,  to  July,  1900,  shows  con- 
clusively that  this  part  of  the  School  and  Library  scheme  is 
abundantly  successful.  A  return  of  books  lent  by  each  school 
is  given  in  Table  No.  IV. 

The  school  visits  to  the  Reference  Library,  which  com-  school  visits  to 
menced  in  1896,  have  been  continued,  and  there  is  every  reason  Llbrary' 
to  believe  that  the  children  not  only  appreciate,  but  thoroughly 
enjoy  the  books  shown  to  them,  and  the  descriptions  given  by 
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the  Librarian.  At  a  conference  recently  held,  the  Librarian  took 
the  opportunity  of  consulting  the  teachers  as  to  the  usefulness 
or  otherwise  of  these  visits,  and  particularly  whether  the  teachers 
objected  to  descriptions  being  given  by  the  Librarian  instead  of 
by  the  teachers.  The  reply  was  given  in  no  uncertain  tone,  and 
endorsed  by  all  the  teachers  present.  So  far  from  visits  to  the 
Reference  Library  as  at  present  conducted  being  objected  to, 
they  are  looked  upon  as  a  most  interesting  and  valuable  item  in 
the  school  work,  and  the  teachers  welcome  the  assistance  given 
by  the  Librarian.  These  visits  are  worked  rigidly  to  a  time- 
table, showing  one  visit  per  annum  for  each  school,  and  the 
verdict  of  the  teachers,  after  an  experience  extending  over  five 
years,  places  this  part  of  the  school  and  library  work  beyond 
criticism. 

The  subject  explained  and  demonstrated  to  the  children 
from  the  Elementary  schools  who  visited  the  Reference 
Library  during  the  winter  of  1900-1901  was — "  The  materials 
on  which  books  have  been  written  and  printed."  Special  visits 
have  also  been  made  by  parties  from  the  Pupil  Teachers' 
school  and  the  Intermediate  schools. 

school  Tickets.  The  third  part  of  the  School  and  Library  scheme  is  designed 

to  pass  the  reader  on  from  the  school  to  the  Library.  Tickets 
issued  by  the  head  teachers  are  accepted  at  the  Central  and 
Branch  Libraries,  the  holders  being  authorised  to  draw  books 
for  one  year  without  going  through  the  usual  formula.    At  the 
end  of  a  year  the  reader  must  renew  the  ticket  by  the  ordinary 
method,  and  it  is  found  that  as  these  tickets  run  out  they  are 
practically  in  every  case  renewed.     The  issue  of  these  school 
tickets  was  commenced  in  1900.    The  number  issued  to  this 
date  is  as  follows  : —

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For  the  short  time  that  the  Roath  and  Grangetown  Branches 
have  been  open  the  number  of  school  tickets  in  use  is  relatively 
larger  than  at  Splotlands.  In  the  last-named  district  there 
are  no  Voluntary  Schools,  and  all  the  children  attending  Board 
Schools  are  supplied  with  books  from  the  School  Libraries.  At 
Roath  the  head  teachers  of  the  Intermediate  School  and  the 
Voluntary  Schools  have  given  school  tickets  to  the  most 
intelligent  scholars,  and  the  same  observation  applies  to  the 
Voluntary  Schools  at  Grangetown. 

This  co-operation  between  school  and  library  is  bound 
to  issue  in  training  a  large  number  of  readers ;  and  it 
remains  for  the  Committee  to  make  adequate  provision  for 
them  in  order  to  secure  the  best  results  in  the  form  of 
enlightened  citizens.  The  Committee  is  fully  aware  of  the  im- 
portance of  making  such  provision,  by  a  liberal  supply  of  good 
books  in  the  Branch  Library  of  each  district.  The  limited  funds 
available  do  not  allow  of  all  the  districts  being  provided  for 
at  present. 

The  March  monthly  meeting  of  the  Library  Association  issStion. 
was  held  in  Cardiff ;  the  morning  session  at  the  Central 
Library,  and  the  afternoon  session  at  the  Roath  Branch# 
Most  of  the  Libraries  within  a  hundred  miles  of  Cardiff,  and 
some  more  distant,  were  represented,  and  the  meeting  was  in 
every  sense  a  success.  The  members  attending  the  Conference 
were  hospitably  entertained  to  luncheon  by  His  Worship  the 
Mayor  (Councillor  Thomas  Andrews,  J. P.),  and  to  tea  by  a 
Committee  of  ladies. 

After  nearly  twelve  years  of  diligent  and  faithful  service  as  staff  Changes. 
Assistant  Librarian,  Mr.  John  Shepherd  resigned,  having 
accepted  the  appointment  of  Librarian  to  the  Birkenhead 
Public  Libraries.  Mr.  Harry  Farr,  chief  assistant  in  the 
Reference  Library,  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Assistant 
Librarian,  while  Mr.  J.  Ifano  Jones  succeeded  to  the  position 
vacated  by  Mr.  Farr. 

Until  the  present  year  the  public  were  permitted  to  borrow  Terms  of 

Admission  to 

books  from  the  Lending  Libraries  upon  obtaining  a  guarantee  Libraries, 
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form  signed  for  a  burgess  by  one  other  burgess,  and  for  a  non- 
burgess  by  two  burgesses.  The  Librarian  long  ago  urged  the 
Committee  to  revise  these  terms,  and  it  has  now  been  arranged 
that  a  burgess  shall  be  allowed  to  borrow  books  after  sign- 
ing an  undertaking  to  obey  the  rules,  and  a  non-burgess  on 
the  guarantee  of  one  burgess.  This  "  lowering  of  the 
franchise"  has  worked  well,  and  does  not  appear  to  involve 
any  serious  risk  of  loss,  while  it  probably  accounts  for  the  fact 
that  out  of  the  first  forty  tickets  issued  on  the  opening  of  the 
Grangetown  Branch  thirty  were  issued  to  burgesses. 

Public  Library  The  Quarterly  Journal  has  been  published  regularly,  and 

has  now  completed  its  fifth  year.  The  illustrations,  especially 
those  of  local  interest,  continue  to  be  a  feature  of  the  Journal, 
while  the  excellence  of  the  specially-written  articles  is  maintained. 
The  special  articles  for  the  past  year  have  been —

The  bibliography  of  new  books  in  Welsh  and  relating  to 
Wales  has  been  continued  in  each  number,  and  the  lists  of 
new  books  added  to  the  Libraries.  The  Committees  of  the 
Penarth  Public  Library  and  the  Cardiff  Museum  continue  to 
co-operate  in  the  publication  of  the  Journal. 

1870  Exhibition  The  surplus  fund  from  the  1870  Fine  Art  and  Industrial 

Exhibition  has  at  length  been  divided.  This  exhibition  was 
promoted  in  the  interest  of  the  then  projected  new  buildings 
for  the  Free  Library,  the  Museum  and  the  Science  and  Art 
Schools,  and  resulted  in  a  surplus  of  £1,017  8s.  9d.,  which  was  left 
in  the  hands  of  Trustees.  Legal  difficulties  arose  subsequently, 
which  were  only  solved  by  the  insertion  of  a  clause  dealing 
with  the  matter  in  the  Cardiff  Corporation  Act,  1898.  The  fund 
distributed  amounted  to  £1,566  17s.  8d.,  one  fourth  of  this 
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sum,  viz.  :  £391  14s.  50*.  being  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
Libraries.  The  persistent  efforts  of  Councillor  White,  J. P.,  and 
the  Town  Clerk  to  recover  this  fund  deserve  to  be  recorded. 

A  statement  of  income  and  expenditure  for  the  five  months  Finances, 
ending  March  31st  last  is  appended  to  this  report.  The  Local 
Government  Board  having  ordered  the  accounts  to  be  made  up 
annually  to  the  31st  of  March,  the  present  financial  statement 
covers  the  period  between  the  last  printed  statement  and  the 
date  named.

*  This  sum  was  ordered  by  the  Stipendiary  to  be  paid  as  compensation  by  a  person 
who  wilfully  mutilated  a  number  of  books  in  the  Reference  Library. 
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The  paintings  belonging  to  Messrs.  S.  Andrews  &  Sons  still 
remain  on  loan,  and  are  hung  in  the  General  Reading  Room, 
the  Reference  Library,  the  corridors,  and  on  the  staircase. 

Miss  Metford  has  continued  to  lend  selections  from  her 
series  of  architectural  photographs,  for  exhibition  in  the 
Reference  Library.  The  excellent  arrangement  of  each  series 
with  the  lucid  descriptions  supplied  by  Miss  Metford,  render 
these  loans  particularly  valuable,  and,  together  with  the 
Gardner  Photographs,  they  have  been  extensively  studied. 

The  directories  provided  in  the  General  Reading  Room 
are  much  appreciated  by  business  men.  A  list  of  the  Directories 
taken  is  given  in  an  appendix  to  this  report. 

The  visits  to  the  Reference  Library  by  parties  from  trade 
and  other  societies  have  been  continued.  The  special  bulletins 
containing  lists  of  books  suitable  for  different  trades,  &c,  have 
been  in  steady  demand. 

The  Librarian  has  been  instructed  to  obtain  for  the 
Reference  Library  a  few  examples  of  bookbinding  suitable  for 
exhibition,  and  notable  for  excellence  of  workmanship  and 
material.  Such  a  collection,  however  small,  will  be  of  value 
to  those  engaged  in  the  bookbinding  trade,  and  may  be  the 
means  of  fostering  a  taste  for  good  binding. 

The  Committee  has  had  under  consideration  the  question 
of  the  catalogues  of  the  Central  Library,  the  compilation  and 
printing  of  which  has  become  increasingly  difficult  and  costly 
owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  library.  It  has  been  decided 
to  publish  sectional  catalogues,  comprising  the  books  both  in 
the  Lending  and  Reference  Departments.  Apart  from  the  ques- 
tion of  cost,  this  method  will  have  the  distinct  advantage  that 
a  reader  will  see  by  one  consultation  all  the  books  contained  in 
the  Lending  and  Reference  Departments  on  any  subject.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  arrangement  will  be  the  means  of  enlighten- 
ing many  people  as  to  the  nature  of  the  Reference  Library. 
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A  list  of  donations  to  the  Central  Library  is  printed  as  an  Donations, 
appendix  to  this  report,  but  special  mention  may  be  made  here 
of  the  gift  of  185  volumes  of  Record  Office  Publications, 
received  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  of  the  British  Museum 
Publications  presented  by  the  Trustees  ;  of  the  volumes  of  the 
Philosophical  Transactions  of  the  Royal  Society  from  Prof.  H. 
W.  Lloyd  Tanner,  F.R.S.,  who  has  promised  to  give  subsequent 
volumes  ;  of  two  rare  books,  one,  John  of  Wales,  De  regimine 
vite  humane,  Venice,  1496,  from  Prof.  A.  G.  Little,  M.A. ;  and 
the  other,  Record's  Arithmetic,  from  Mr.  Robert  Forrest, 
D.L.,  J.P. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  casts  (obverse  and 
reverse)  from  the  original  designs  for  the  National  Eisteddfod 
Association  medal  sent  by  Mr.  W.  Goscombe  John,  A.R.A., 
by  whom  it  was  designed.  These  casts  have  been  framed  and 
hung  in  the  corridor  leading  to  the  Reference  Library. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  have  been  sent  to  these  and 
all  other  donors.

BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 
Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  scheme  for 
supplying  a  system  of  branch  libraries,  five  out  of  the  six  dis- 
tricts into  which  the  town  has  been  divided  having  been  pro- 
vided with  efficient  buildings,  whereas  at  the  time  of  the  last 
annual  report  only  two  such  buildings  were  in  operation,  the 
other  four  branches  being  housed  in  buildings  that  could  not 
be  considered  adequate  except  for  temporary  purposes. 

The  building  in  May  Street,  formerly  used  as  a  chapel,  cathays. 
which  was  referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report,  was  completed 
and  opened  as  a  branch  reading  room  on  the  1st  of  January, 
1901,  by  Councillor  Edward  Thomas,  J. P.,  Chairman  of  the 
Free  Libraries  Committee.  The  new  reading  room  has  been 
much  appreciated  by   the  residents  of  the  Cathays  district. 
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Provision  has  been  made  in  the  building  for  a  lending  library, 
and  the  Committee  hopes  to  be  able  to  supply  this  during  the 
coming  year. 

Roatii.  The  new  building  for  the  Roath  District  was  opened  by 

His  Worship  the  Mayor  (Councillor  Thomas  Andrews,  J. P.) 
on  October  ioth,  1901.  Of  all  the  branch  libraries  this  is  the 
one  which  occupies  the  most  favourable  position  both  as  regards 
site  and  as  being  in  the  centre  of  a  reading  district.  The 
building  provides  a  lofty  and  commodious  reading  room  with 
provision  for  women  and  boys  in  separate  bays,  and  for  a 
lending  library  with  a  book  storage  capacity  of  12,000  vols. 
The  number  of  vols,  at  present  is  5,500.  In  addition  to  the 
gifts  which  have  been  made  in  past  years  towards  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Library  in  this  district,  Mr.  T.  J.  Lean,  a  member 
of  the  Free  Libraries  Committee,  gave  114  vols,  before  the 
opening  of  the  building  to  supplement  other  gifts  made  by  him. 
A  catalogue  of  the  books  was  ready  for  the  opening  and  it  is 
sold  at  2d.  (less  than  cost  price).  The  use  made  of  this  library 
up  to  the  present  time  foreshadows  a  busy  future  for  the  lending 
department.    Details  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

canton.  The    reading  room    in    Llandaff   Road    is  well  used. 

This  is  now  the  only  one  of  the  six  districts  unprovided  with 
an  adequate  building.  At  the  present  time  no  site  has  been 
secured,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Property  and  Markets 
Committee  will  be  able  to  allocate  for  this  purpose  a  site  on 
the  Cowbridge  Road  side  of  the  Canton  Market  Estate. 

Orange.  The  new  building  for  the  Grangetown  Branch  was  opened 

on  Sept.  16th,  1901,  by  the  ex-Mayor  (Councillor  S.  A.  Brain, 
J. P.),  Chairman  of  the  Branch  Libraries  Sub-Committee. 
It  provides  a  lofty  and  commodious  reading  room,  with  an 
alcove  for  women,  and  a  lending  library  with  book  storage 
capacity  for  10,000  vols.  The  present  stock  is  5,040  vols. 
The  excellent  library  provided  at  this  branch  is  largely  due  to 
the  generosity  of  Councillor  Brain,  who  has  presented  3,000 
vols.,  selected  by  the  Librarian,  as  a  nucleus  for  the  Library. 


The  Committee  has  had  a  tablet  affixed  to  the  building  at 
Grange  recording  this  generous  gift.  The  new  building  has 
been  greatiy  appreciated  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  district,  and 
the  lending  department  has  been  very  successful.  The  returns 
from  the  date  of  opening  to  October  31st  are  appended, 
and  show  that  5,428  books  have  been  circulated,  a  daily 
average  of  165.  A  catalogue  of  the  books  in  this  lending  library 
was  ready  for  the  opening,  and  is  sold  at  the  nominal  price 
of  id. 

The  branch  reading  room  in  George  Street,  Bute  Docks,  Dis- 
continues to  be  very  extensively  used. 

The  lending  library  at  Splotlands  has  now  been  in  opera-  spiotiands. 
tion  for  a  year  and  a  half  and  it  may  be  assumed  therefore 
that  the  normal  condition  of  things  has  been  reached,  which 
makes  the  figures  for  this  branch  of  special  interest  as 
showing  what  may  be  expected  from  the  branch  library 
movement  in  an  entirely  working  class  district.  The 
number  of  vols,  circulated  during  the  year  was  32,695,  and 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  readers  of  these  books  are 
almost  entirely  new  borrowers,  that  is  to  say  that  they  did  not 
previously  use  the  Central  Library,  it  may  be  fairly  said  that 
the  branch  library  movement  is  doing  good  work.  A  few 
tickets  from  this  branch  were  transferred  to  Roath  when  the 
lending  library  there  was  opened,  but  it  is  not  anticipated  that 
this  will  make  more  than  a  limited  difference  in  the  returns,  as 
the  Splotlands  district  is  cut  off  from  the  Roath  district  by  the 
Great  Western  Railway.  The  opening  of  the  lending  library 
at  Splotlands  has  led  to  an  increased  use  being  made  of  the 
reading  room,  for  which  extra  provision  has  been  and  is  being 
made.

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LIBRARIAN'S    REPORT    ON    THE  SCOTT 
COLLECTION. 

To  the  Free  Libraries  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  as  follows  upon  the  printed  books  and  MSS. 
in  the  collection  of  Mr.  William  Scott. 

Mr.  Scott  first  began  collecting  books  and  MSS.  relating 
to  Wales  a  few  years  ago.  His  special  aim  was  to  purchase 
such  things  as  were  not  already  in  the  Free  Library  collections, 
and  this  aim  he  has  steadfastly  kept  in  view  until  he  has  brought 
together  a  total  of  51  MSS.  and  2,013  printed  items.  The 
printed  books  comprise  many  volumes  of  very  great  interest  and 
value,  some  of  them  unique. 

The  collection  includes  a  copy  of  Bishop  Morgan's  Bible, 
1588,  in  a  strong  contemporary  binding  of  oak-boards  covered 
with  leather,  with  brass  bosses  and  clasps.  Mr.  Scott  has  had 
the  binding  restored  by  experts.  There  is  also  a  copy  of  the 
second  Welsh  Bible,  1620,  the  third  (first  people's  edition, 
known  as  Middleton's  Bible)  1630,  and  the  editions  of  1677, 
1717,  1727,  1746,  1752,  1769,  1789,  and  1799.  There  is  also 
a  portion  of  the  Welsh  Prayer  Book  of  1586,  and  six  other 
editions,  ranging  over  the  17th  and  18th  centuries. 

Of  early  printing  executed  in  Wales  there  are  several 
specimens,  including  three  items  from  the  first  Welsh  press, 
that  of  Isaac  Carter,  of  Trefhedyn,  near  Newcastle  Emlyn, 
1719-22;  and  examples  of  the  earliest  printing  at  Carmarthen, 
where  the  second  Welsh  press  was  established. 

There  is  a  good  number  of  Welsh  hymns,  many  of  them 
very  scarce  and  difficult  to  procure.  The  writers  include 
Ellis  Wynne  o  Lasynys,  Thomas  Baddy,  William  Williams,  of 
Pantycelyn  ;  Morgan  Rhys,  of  Capel  Isaac;  Dafydd  William, 
of  Llandilo  Fach  (author  of  the  popular  Welsh  hymn,  "  Yn  y 
dyfroedd  mawr  a'r  tonau ")  ;  Dafydd  Lewis,  of  Llangattwg ; 
Thomas  Dafydd,  of  Llanegwad  ;  Benjamin  Francis,  of  Horsley  ;

David  Jones,  of  Caio  (the  translator  of  Watt's  Psalms  and 
Hymns) ;  Jenkin  Jones  and  David  Lloyd,  of  Llwynrhydowen  ; 
John  Williams,  of  St.  Athan  (including  the  first  printed  version  of 
the  celebrated  hymn,  11  Pwy  welaf  o  Edom  yn  dod  ?") ;  Hugh 
Jones,  o  Faesglasau ;  Harri  Sion,  of  Pontypool ;  Thomas 
Blayney ;  Dr.  Shon  Shincyn  o'r  Hengoed ;  John  Griffith,  of 
Glandwr,  Pern.,  and  others. 

Of  Welsh  editions  of  Bunyan  there  is  a  goodly  number. 
"  The  Pilgrim's  Progress  "  ("  Taith  y  Pererin")  is  especially  well 
represented,  there  being  13  editions,  including  the  first,  printed 
in  London  in  1688,  the  second  1699,  tne  third  1722,  and  the  very 
rare  translation  by  Sion  y  Potiau,  printed  at  Shrewsbury  in 
1761.  There  are  also  editions  of  the  Welsh  imitations  of 
Bunyan  ("Dull  Priodas  Ysprydol"  and  "  Pererindod  Ysprydol"), 
which  will  be  of  considerable  value  to  anyone  who  will  take  the 
trouble  to  investigate  this  interesting  and  at  present  obscure 
point  in  Welsh  literary  history. 

There  are  ten  editions  of  "  Canwyll  y  Cymry,"  the  book 
which,  next  to  the  Bible,  has  been  most  read  in  Wales  during 
the  last  250  years,  including  a  copy  of  the  edition  printed  in 
London,  1696,  and  some  Shrewsbury  editions  of  importance  to 
the  literary  history  of  this  book. 

Of  "  Llyfr  y  Tri  Aderyn,"  by  Morgan  Llwyd  o  Wynedd, 
there  are  four  editions,  including  the  one  of  17 14  ;  and  there  is 
also  the  hitherto  unrecorded  edition  of  M.  Llwyd's  "  Gwaedd 
yng  Nghymru,"  dated  1767. 

There  are  five  editions  of  "  Y  Bardd  Cwsg,"  ranging  from 
1755  to  1806. 

There  are  five  editions  of  Simon  Thomas's  "  Hanesy  Byd," 
including  the  first  edition,  17 18,  hitherto  unknown,  it  having 
been  supposed  that  the  second,  published  in  1721,  was  the  first. 

There  are  four  editions  of  the  well-known  "  Drych  y  Prif 
Oesoedd,"  by  Theophilus  Evans,  of  Llangammarch,  Brecon- 
shire,  including  the  first  edition,  1716,  which  is  very  rare,  and 
the  edition  of  i7955  seldom  met  with. 
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Another  extremely  interesting  book,  and  one  of  great  rarity, 
is  the  Welsh  Catechism  by  William  Perkins,  published  by 
Stephen  Hughes,  of  Swansea,  in  1672.  In  some  ways  this  is 
the  most  interesting  volume  in  the  whole  collection,  because 
there  is  bound  up  with  it  a  MS.  in  the  handwriting  of  Vava- 
sour Powell,  the  great  Welsh  Nonconformist.  The  volume  is 
described  in  the  Public  Library  Journal  for  April,  1900.  It  has 
a  contemporary  binding  of  vellum  with  a  flap  and  clasp,  and 
was  evidently  treasured  by  the  owner,  who  may  have  been  a 
relative  or  a  friend  of  Vavasour  Powell's.  Mr.  Scott  has  had 
the  binding  carefully  restored  by  an  expert,  and  the  volume  is 
now  kept  in  a  case  made  specially  for  it. 

The  great  Welsh  hymn-writer,  Williams  Pantycelyn,  is 
represented  by  numerous  early  editions  of  his  several  works, 
including  the  elegy  on  the  death  of  Grace  Price,  of  Watford, 
near  Caerphilly,  and  other  similar  elegies  of  local  interest. 

There  are  numerous  ballads,  some  of  them  very  rare,  and 
a  number  of  Welsh  almanacs  which  are  now  difficult  to  procure. 

Other  interesting  items  are  "  Toriad  y  Dydd,"  by  Jac 
Glanygors,  1797.  This  is  the  author's  second  book  in  favour  of 
the  French  revolution  and  its  Democratic  ideals,  the  first  being 
"  Seren  tan  gwmwl,"  for  writing  which  "  Glanygors  "  had  to  fly 
his  home  in  the  Metropolis  to  avoid  Government  prosecution. 

"  Antient  British  Music,"  1742,  by  John  Parry  ("  Blind 
Parry"),  the  harpist  of  Ruabon.  This  is  the  first  attempt  to 
publish  Welsh  airs.  The  editor  was  the  harpist  who  played  at 
Cambridge  before  Gray,  the  poet,  who,  in  a  letter  dated  May,  1757, 
says  that  he  "  scratched  out  such  a  ravishing  blind  harmony,  such 
tunes  of  a  thousand  years  old,"  that  he  "  put  my  ode  ['  The  Bard '] 
in  motion  again,  and  has  brought  it  at  last  to  a  conclusion."

Of  the  MSS.,  one  in  the  handwriting  of  Vavasour  Powell 
has  already  been  referred  to.    The  others  include — 

A  volume  of  poetry  chiefly  by  Huw  Morus,  on  paper,  196  pp.,  written  about 
1695.  This  is  an  interesting  volume,  though  in  a  very  bad  state. 
It  was,  probably,  a  song-book  of  an  itinerant  bard,  who  kept  it  tied 
up  with  a  leather  thong,  which,  by  constant  friction,  had  in  course 
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of  time  cut  the  book  almost  in  two.  The  poems  and  songs  are 
just  such  as  would  be  received  with  delight  by  a  popular  audience, 
and,  no  doubt,  a  former  owner  frequently  elicited  applause  and, 
perhaps,  copious  refreshment  as  he  sang  or  recited  from  this  volume. 
Mr.  Scott  has  had  it  strongly  rebound  and  interleaved,  so  as  to 
preserve  it. 

Ode  on  St.  Paul,  by  Morris  Williams,  known  as  "  Nicander,"  in  the 
author's  handwriting,  1865.  This  is  the  copy  submitted  to  the 
adjudicators  of  the  National  Eisteddfod  at  Aberystwyth,  1865.  The 
poem  was  adjudged  the  best  of  those  sent  in,  but  the  chair  was 
withheld.  This  MS.  was  bought  by  Robert  Isaac  Jones  ("  Alltud 
Eifion  ")  of  Tremadoc,  who  gave  £5  for  it  in  1865,  and  published 
it  in  the  same  year. 

A  collection  of  poems  and  other  documents  by  "  Eben  Fardd,"  in  his 
own  handwriting,  together  with  autograph  letters  to  and  from  the 
same. 

MS.,  4  pp.,  in  the  handwriting  of  Richard  Roberts-Jones,  known  as 
"  Die  Aberdaron,''  consisting  of  a  prayer  translated  into  Latin. 

MS.,  6  pp.,  in  the  handwriting  of  Huw  Morus  of  Pontymeibion — an 
elegiac  poem  on  Edward  Morus,  written  in  1689.  Huw  Morus 
was  a  well-known  Royalist  poet  of  the  time  of  the  Rebellion. 

MS.  A  Welsh  interlude  by  John  Salisbury,  written  in  the  18th 
century. 

Copy  of  Hugh  Jones,  of  Llangwm's  "  Diddanwch  Teuluaidd,"  1763, 
which  belonged  formerly  to  John  William  Prichard,  celebrated  as 
herbalist,  bard,  antiquary,  and  wood-carver,  of  Plasybrain, 
Anglesey,  1797,  who  has  written  various  notes  on  the  margins,  and 
also  inserted  poems  by  Goronwy  Owen  and  Lewis  Morris,  which 
have  never  been  printed. 

MS.  funeral  sermon  in  Welsh  at  the  interment  of  Mrs.  Grace  Meredith, 
at  Ceidio,  Carnarvonshire.
